Despite appearences, there is little basic dis- 
agreement between The Daily and The Varsity et 
al on the IUS question, What difference of opinion 
there is, seems to us merely one of degree rather 
than of principle. 

We do not intend “to cut the iines of com- 
munication, to contribute to the world's lack of 
understanding.” Nor would: we advise Canadian 
Students “to sulk in our little corner of the world, 
and refuse to speak to countries which happen to 
be unfriendly.” The IUS is, in fact, on our mailing 
list, as it is on that of every other member of the 
Canadian University Press. Thus they have as 
much access to Canadian student news as most 
Canadian students. 

We are also quite willing to print any articles 
submitted to us by the IUS, of interest to McGill 
students. This, however, is as far as we are pre- 
pared to go in an exchange of news. 

We are not prepared toi accept any advisory 
or other editorial position on publications of the 
IUS. We are not prepared to write articles speci- 
fically for their publications, nor to solicit such 





articles from McGili students. If any McGill stu- 
dents want to write articles for the IUS, that's 
their own business, and we'd be happy to forward 
their material to The Varsity. 

We don't consider this a “defeatist attitude”, 
nor do we think it “negativism’” to point out real- 
ities that must be faced when dealing with the 
IUS. 

The IUS is a Communist-dominated group, 
their publications consist largely of Communist 
propaganda, and its personnel are picked specific- 
ally for their job — that of promoting the party 
line. These are facts, amply documented by peo- 
ple who have dealt directly with the IUS. To 
ignore these facts, through blindess, naivete, or 
wishful thinking would do no good to anyone 
except the communists. 

We still consider an exchange of articles with 
World Student News unwise — not because we 
underestimate the ability of our students to re- 
cognize Communist propaganda, but because we'd 


prefer not to see it under our by-line.

Let’s 
remember that all their backfielders, save only reliable Herb English, 
had never before appeared in a senior intercollegiate football game.
